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VW HEN the College that nor- 
mally serves a student body 
of a scant 500 opened its 73rd aca- 
demic year in mid-September with 
an enrollment ‘near 700’”—well, a 
few hardy survivors of the past 
decade who have watched Juniata 
grow just caught their breath.

That Juniata is maintaining its 
small college ideals and traditions 
in spite of the temporary increase 
in enrollment is evidenced as 
classes get under way. With some 
scattered exceptions, classes are 
not too much larger than in the 
years before the war. In such fields 
as government, history, economics, 
psychology and socioiogy, the load 
was spread out somewhat with the 
addition of new instructors.

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Freshman Testing & Counseling 


By DR. EARL W. SEIBERT 


Juniata College revised its curriculum and made provision for the fresh- 
man program in 1938—ten years ago. The freshman program. is designed to give 
each student a series of integration courses during the first semester and to 
study the different abilities and interests of each student so that later selections 
of courses and subjects might be made on the basis of knowledge about indi- 
vidual students. This article, prepared as a paper by Professor Seibert of the 
depariment of psychology, discusses the various phases of the program of test- 
ing and counseling freshmen that have evolved since 1938, 


I NCOMING freshmen come to 

the campus three days before 
the opening of the college year for 
Orientation Week Activities. 
These activities include a series of 
meetings with the faculty and ad- 
ministration and with the Student 
Senate, a group of tests, a first 
meeting with the faculty advisor, 
and registration for the courses 
of the first semster, Each incoming 
student is registered for the inte- 
gration courses which provide an 
introduction to the curricula of 
Juniata College.

After the college year gets un- 
der way there is supplemental 
testing for new students including, 
The Strong Vocational Interest 
Blank, the Job Qualification In- 
ventory, the Occupational Interest 
Inventory, The Minnesota Paper 
Form Board test, the Johnson 
Temperament Analysis, the Bern- 
reuter Personality Inventory, a 
Seale of Values, etc. 

The group testing mentioned 
above is supplemented with a 





study of special individual cases 
by means of the Revised Stanford- 
Bonet test, the Wechsler Bellevue 
Intelligence test, the Cornell-Coxe 
Performance Ability Scale, the 
Rorschach Ink Blot test, etc. 
Types of Differences Tested 

It is important for a college to 
know something about the reason- 
ing ability of the students (both 
as to level and type), the reading 
ability, the interests, and person- 
ality characteristics. The follow- 
ing questions are asked: 

1. How well does the student 
reason in relation to other 
Juniata freshmen and in re- 
lation to other college fresh- 
men in general? 

2. How well does he reason 
when he handles words, when 
he handles numbers, and 
when he handles objects? 

3. How well does he read? Does 
he have the capicity to learn 
to read better than he now 
reads or has he exhausted his 
reading capacity? 

4. What are his measured vo- 
cational interests? How do 
they compare with his stated 
interests? 

0. What are his personality 
characteristics? 

Research Studies 


How valid are the measures 
used at Juniata? What signifi- 
cance do test scores have on the 
campus and for the Juniata popu- 
lation? What is the correlation be- 
tween tests of mental ability and 
achievement in college? Can suc- 
cess in science subjects be pre- 
dicted on the basis of a test in 
quantitative reasoning? Is there 
any relationship between meas-

A Growing Faculty 


UNIATA COLLEGE today is a 
far cry from the Juniata of not- 
too-many years ago. The student 
body of near 700 is the greatest in 
the College’s history and the fac- 
ulty needed is greater than it has 
been in previous years. 

Augmenting the teaching and 
administrative staff this year to 
meet the needs of the peak stuc ent 
body, the College has announced 
the appointment of 14 faculty and 
staff members to bring the com- 
bined faculty and administrative 
personnel to more than 70 persons. 
The instructional staff numbers 55 
members. 

The additions include the ap- 
pointment of Dr, Morley J. Mays, 
a former instructor and a graduate 
of Juniata, as Dean of the College. 
Dr, Mays, a native of Johnstown, 
will also serve as professor of phil- 
osophy. 

Other additions have made pos- 
sible a partial expansion in the 
College’s curricula, particularly in 
history, psychology and sociology. 
They enable Juniata also to con- 
tinue its policy of offering instruc- 
tion in relatively small class units. 

Mr. Kenneth W. Crosby, a for- 
mer Army chaplain, was named 
assistant professor of history to 
supplement the present depart- 
ment’s overburdened staff. A 
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graduate of Cincinnati Bible Sem- 
inary in 1987, Mr. Crosby has 
served several years as a minister 
of the Christian Church. He re- 
ceived a bachelor of science degree 
in education from Wilmington 
College, Wilmington, Ohio, and a 
master of arts degree in history 
from Haverford College, Haver- 
ford, Pa. His work on a doctor of 
philosophy degree was continued 
this Summer at George Washing- 
ton University. His home is Kill- 
buck, Ohio. 

Prof. Willis Wissler of Man- 
heim, a university professor and 
management consultant, will be 
lecturer in economics. He has 
served in industry and govern- 
ment in addition to possessing a 
noteworthy record in the academic 
field. Professor Wissler was head 
of the department of industrial 
and personnel management at the 
University of Wisconsin, 1920- 
1923; head of the division of in- 
dustrial management at Ohio 
State University, 1926 to 1935. He 
has been associate professor of 
economics at the Pennsylvania 
State College and professor of 
economics at Lebanon Valley Col- 
lege. 

Selected to assist in both psy- 
chology and sociology, Alfred M. 
Goetschius was named an instruc- 
tor in those subjects. He joins the 
staff from the University of Maine 


where he served as a graduate as- 
sistant in psychology. Mr. Goet- 
schius, a former personnel officer 
in the Navy, received his bachelor 
of science and master of arts de- 
grees from Maine in 1947 and 1948. 
He is married and has a two-year- 
old son. 


Two instructors were named in 
modern languages. They were Miss 
Mildred A. Tausch, Rochester, 
N.Y., as instructor in German, and 
Miss Georgia A, Connor, formerly 
of Viola, Wis., in Spanish. Miss 
Tausch was graduated from the 
University of Rochester in 1947 
and received a master of arts de- 
gree from that institution in 1948. 
Miss Connor was a captain in the 
Women’s Army Corps and served 
as chief of military personnel and 
adjutant at Fort Benjamin Harri- 
son, Ind. She is a graduate of the 
University of Wisconsin in 1940 
and has taken advanced study at 
that school and also the University 
of California at Los Angeles. Both 
have attended language school at 
Middlebury College, Middlebury, 
Vermont. 

A former supervisor of music in 
the Beaver, Pa., borough school 
district, Jack D. Brammer, ‘has 
been appointed instructor in mu- 
sic.

Here is just one GI's opinion of “This College Life.” There are many 
others— good and bad undoubtedly. But the editors thought this would be of 
interest to readers who are just curious enough to want to know how some 
of our soldiers-turned-students are thinking at Juniata College. 


¢¢ 7 T’S ALL a waste of time, and 
what is there to learn that 
takes so much time?” 
“Yes, those guys are just the 
ones that are too lazy to work.” 
“Practical knowledge is what 
counts, not long hours and many 
volumes of theory.” 


Statements like these were not 
uncommon in the Army. Many 
men would ask the same question 
—“Why are we here?” War has al- 
ways been with the race, and fur- 
thermore, it always will be. Yes, 
we thought that we knew all the 
answers but maybe our case isn’t 
one of pure ignorance. A man had 
to become hard; life meant very 
little when a bomb would burst. 
The scream of a high-velocity ar- 
tillery shell was the only music 
that many men had heard for 
months and years at a time. Cul- 
ture was a word that was asso- 
clated with the guys that were 
home and making big money, or 
maybe that long-haired old fellow 
wasting his time playing a violin 
before an unappreciative audi- 
ence. 

A young man fresh from the gay 
years of high school; the parties, 
dances, and even more important, 
the girl whom he idealized, was 
not the same carefree boy any- 
more. What did a fox-hole offer 
that could compare with the lfe 
that he had known? A definite 
transition was taking place in the 
mind of the young man which he 
didn’t realize. The boy of yester- 
day was rapidly maturing, and not 
by the easiest way possible. Disci- 
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pline and death were the main 
topics for thought. 

When under these circumstances 
a man would mention college, the 
veteran of moderate means would 
shudder, not from distaste, but 
rather from his heartfelt bitter- 
ness which made him realize that 
he would never be able to have 
that advantage in life. However, 
Congress passed a bill which at 
that time didn’t seem to cause the 
soldier much concern. Suddenly 
the firing ceased, and almost mir- 
aculously the war was over. Dis- 
charge, home, friends, and, yes, a 
chance to see that girl about whom 
he had dreamed for many trying 
months. 


At this time many boys realized 
that they didn’t have much in the 
form of an occupation or profes- 
sion to come home to. Further 
study revealed to the man that he 
had earned a college education or 
its equivalent in school. Well, 
things began happening very ra- 
pidly, and before the soldier knew 
it, he was back in school. 

Surprisingly enough, the college 
professors and officials were cour- 
teous and respectful. They didn’t 
look down upon this former en- 
listed man, but instead saw that 
he had all the possibilities of a 
good student and a respectful 
member of society. Those first 
weeks were trying and many men 
felt like giving up; but just as 
surely as they had fought, they 
were rewarded with a helping 
hand when the going became dif- 
ficult. 


The whole pattern of college life 
seemed complex at first, and many 
subjects seemed to be a waste of 
time. However, after a few months 
the veteran began to see life, cul- 
ture, and education from an en- 
tirely new viewpoint. Almost over- 
night the ex-soldier realized that 
he actually knew very little. Col- 
lege was not just a waste of time 
and a haven for the ‘worthless 
sons of aristocracy,” but the col- 
lege was actually the instrument 
for preserving and passing on the 
precious heritage of the human 
race. Needless to say, this idea 
struck some of the men with a 
great deal of force. 

Some didn’t last long in college 
because they couldn’t adapt them- 
selves to this strict schedule of 
life; others unfortunately didn’t 
possess the native ability to do col- 
lege work. But to the fortunate 
G.I. who somehow stuck it out, 
college became not only a great 
opportunity for him, but actually 
a way of life. Strangely enough 
the students were friendly and 
that so-called “high hat, long- 
haired” faculty appeared as hu- 
man beings. Undoubtedly the fac- 
ulty is one of the greatest concerns 
of any student, but the veterans 
found their help and guidance to 
be a definite asset. Men of learn- 
ing, men who had spent years of 
study and often in poverty, had 
extended themselves unselfishly 
to the aid of that lost and wander- 
ing, rapidly matured boy. 

Gradually the G.I. realized that 
there were actually ideals in life 
that were worth fighting for. He 
found vast areas of unacquired 
knowledge, the existence of which 
he had never realized. Slowly but 
surely the veteran became accus- 
tomed and adapted to college life, 
and truly enough he met people 
who were not just wasting their 
time but were actually sincere stu- 
dents. From these contacts, many 
wholesome friendships were born 
which will undoubtedly last a life- 
time. Clean living, high morals, 
and a clear-thinking mind are just 
as much a part of college as is the 
faculty or the library.

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Success Story 


OE SHAUTE ’25ex, a former 

Juniata ball player, hit the 
sports page headlines this spring 
—complete with a “then and now” 
photo layout. 


The onetime Indian pitcher now 
48, was the topic of a “where are 
they now?” story written by 
Harry Grayson, sports editor of 
NEA. The writer claimed “Shaute 
is one of baseball’s best success 
stories.” 


Shaute attended J.C. during the 
1921-22 term and pitched in the 
spring of 1922. After one season 
he stepped right into a major 
league uniform as Grayson re- 
lates: 


“Breaking in with Cleveland 
fresh from Juniata College at 
Huntingdon, Pa., Shaute remained 
eight years, then further develop- 
ed his curve to be one of the slick- 
est relief workers in the National 
League with the Dodgers for three 
more. 


“Winding up his pitching career 
in the New York-Pennsylvania 
League in 1938, Shaute entered 
politics in Scranton, was elected 
treasurer and then sheriff of Lack- 
awanna county ... Four years 
ago, Shaute and two friends, John 
Kingsley and Abe Shapiro, bought 
a Reading women’s hosiery mill, 
and the old pitcher is now secre- 
tary-treasurer and sales manager 
of a firm doing a business of more 
than a million dollars a year.” 


The article also recalls that 
“Joe Shaute—pronounced Shayoot 
—was one of the more popular 
and personable players of the 
game.” His striking out Babe Ruth 
twice as a relief worker at the 
Polo Grounds in his first appear- 
ance in the major leagues is listed 
as his “biggest moment.”

School House Story 


pains no other rural one- 
room school house in the 
United States has set quite the 
record of the Garfield school in 
Huntingdon county’s Cass Town- 
ship. So reads a story in “Along 
the Juniata” column of the Hunt- 
ingdon Daily News. 

It seems the school produced 
two men who later were to be- 
come Huntingdon county superin- 
tendents of schools and another 
man who would be an assistant 
county superintendent. All have 
degrees from Juniata College and 
all are related. 


The first to climb to the top of 
Huntingdon county’s educational 
ladder was J. G. Dell ’04 of Hunt- 
ingdon, now retired. The last of 
the trio, Homer Dell ’30 of Maple- 
ton Depot, a nephew of J. G. Dell, 
is still in office as assistant county 
superintendent. 


J. G, Dell’s first cousin, Milton 
B. Wright ’98, now of McAlevy’s 
Fort, is the third party in the 
story. 

In 1902, Dell was elected County 
Superintedent of Schools and held 
the office until 1914.

WO of Juniata’s Gold Star 

men who were killed in ac- 
tion in World War II have been 
buried with full military rites in 
the National Cemetery at Arling- 
ton, Va. 

Lt. David H. Crosby, Jr., former 
Mount Union resident, and Lt. 
Paul Updyke, R.D. 3, Huntingdon, 
are the veterans whose remains 
were recently interred in this 
country. Services took place on 
June 7 and 8. 

Lieutenant Crosby was the first 
Juniata College graduate killed 
in action in the last war. He lost 
his life in heroic action with the 
Marines on Guadalcanal Nov. 1, 
1942, after taking part earlier in 
the first wave of the South Pacific 
invasion. His remains were first 
buried in the Guadalcanal ceme- 
tery and then removed to Hawaii. 


Lieutenant Updyke, who was in 
the transport service, was killed 
in action over Burma on January 
6, 1945. He was stationed in India 
at the time of his death. 


Both Crosby and Updyke were 
graduates of the college; the form- 
er in 1940 and the latter in 1941. 
Crosby also received a master’s 
degree at the University of South- 
ern California in 1941.

Orientation Assembly 

During the first semester a 
weekly Orientation Assembly is 
held for the further orientation 
of incoming students. There is op- 
portunity to learn the college 
yells and songs, to hear college 
administrators discuss the college 
program, and to think through 
such topics as, “How shall one 
choose an occupation?” ‘“Persona- 
lity and choice of occupation,”

Faculty Advisory System 


It is recognized at Juniata that 
incoming students have problems 
of adjustment to the college pro- 
gram and that it should be easy 
for them to have access to faculty 
and administration for an oppor- 
tunity to discuss their problems. 
There are three avenues for coun- 
seling; a Dean (one for men and 
one for women), the Director of 
Freshman Activities (who serves 
as general advisor for all fresh- 
men), and a Faculty Advisor. Each 
new student is assigned to a facul- 
ty member for counseling during 
this first year. It is planned that 
each new student will be seen 
during the first semester by his 
Faculty Advisor, and by the Dean, 
and by, the Director of Freshman 
Activities. 


The Mind 


Each student at Juniata College 
is registered for a course called 
The Mind which is a combination 
of principles of general psycho- 
logy, an opportunity for self-anal- 
ysis, and a discussion of the mean- 
ing of the various tests used 
during the Freshman Year and 
the implications of the test scores 
for occupational selections, college 
achievement, etc. The students 
discuss the meaning of intelli- 
gence, aptitudes, interests, per- 
sonality, etc. Then they study the 
distributions of the scores on the 
various tests taken and look at the 
educational and vocational impli- 
cations of these scores. Much of 
this is also handled in the orien- 
tation Assembly, 


An Integrated Program 


The success of the Juniata Test- 
ing and Counseling Program may 
be attributed to the fact that it is 
a well-integrated program. Many 
different members of the faculty 
and administration are involved 
in it but most of it is centered in 
the Director of Freshman Activi- 
ties. He is instructor in the various 
sections of The Mind, he super- 
vises the testing program, he is 
the Chairman of Orientation 
Week, he has charge of the Orien- 
tation Assembly, and he spends 
the afternoons of the first semes- 
ter counseling individual fresh- 
man about problems of occupa- 
tional choice, of reading difficulty, 
of achievement in various sub- 
jects, of emotional and person- 
ality adjustment, of the meaning 
of test scores, etc. 

Juniata recognizes the indivi- 
dual differences of its students. 
It gathers information about these 
individual differences and then 
uses this information in the ad- 
justment of the students to the 
college program.
